April IO—The as­ 
sembly held a short 
session this morn­ 
ing and did a lot of 
routine 
business. 
The bill providing 
for the placing of 
the statues of Generals Rusk and Fair­ 
child in Statuary hall in the capitol at 
Washington was killed, as 
was also 
the bill enabling gun clubs to get ex­ 
clusive right of the shooting on inland 
lakes by leasing the ilparian rights 
of the farmers 
living arouad the 
lakes. 
At ths close of the session a some­ 
what startling discovery was made— 
•hat the Mills caucus bill now pending 
applies only to municipal elections e x ­ 
cept in the city of Milwaukee where it 
applies to municipal elections as well. 
This discovery will seriously affect the 
progress of the measure and may de­ 
feat it. 
During the last week but little has 
been done in the way of actual law 
making, for the reason that the pas­ 
sage calender has been generally skip­ 
ped in order that action might be taken 
on bills ready for engross Tent and 
third reading. 
Work on this line was 
necessary to provide for the engross­ 
ment of measures which were pending 
but had not beeu sent to the engros­ 
sing room. 
Among the important 
measures which have been disposed of 
as far as engrossment is concerned 
were the Mills pure election bill, which 
was advanced to final passage in the 
assembly and then held up; ths boiler 
inspection bill; and the bill providing 
for tne memorial to congress for a 
measure prohibiting trusts. 
The re­ 
mainder of the bills which are now in 
the hands of the young lady copyists 
are mostly unimportant measures, but 
they are very numerous and have kept 
the girls busy every moment daring 
the last few days. 


Im portan t B ills P assed. 
The few bills which were passed 
were, however important among them 
having been the bills reorganizing the 
fish commission, and providing for the 
taxation of express and providing for 
a board of medical examiners. 
Tole 
latter measure was the famous Olason 
bill which 
has 
had a troublesome 
career all through the assembly and 
senate and which was the cam e of the 
0. N. Frink attempted bribery inves­ 
tigation. 
The new fish and game law 
is another measure which became a 
law this week, the governor having 
fixed his seal to it yesterday- 
The 
ire n bit w ith this bill w ill begin after 
its attempted enforcement as it w ill 
undoubtedly be met with strenuous 
opposition on the part of fishermen in 
several portions of the state. 
That 
its constitutionality w ill be 
tested 
there can be scarcely a doubt aud it 
probably be the 
Lake Winnebago 
fishermen who w ill carry the matter 
into the courts. 
L ong K osh k on on g Season. 
The game law re-enacts about the 
same p ovisions that 
was contained 
in the law of *95, which was upset bp 
tht supreme court on a technicality. 
Assemblyman Wheeler talked on an 
amendment at the last moment which 
exempts Lake Koshkonong from the 
closed season on fhhiag, 
It will be 
law ful to catch fish with a hook and 
linain this lake at any time. 
Spring 
shooting of all ducks except mallard, 
wood and teal is allowable. 
Bicycle riders around the state will 
exult over the fact that the Flett bicy 
ole baggage bill, ab jut the same as the 
W hitehead measure, was carried to a 
third reading by a vote of 47 to 34 in 
the assembly last night. 


N ew 
T axation 
M easures. 
Of the measures which have been 
pushed a considerable way towards be­ 
coming chapters in the laws of 1897, 
the most notable ara the two Davidson 
bills on corporation taxation subjects. 
The first of 
these, a measure which 
increases the taxes of 
the telegraph 
companies of the state from $10,000 to 
$25,000, has been passed by the as­ 
sembly and ordered engrossed by the 
senate. 
The second, a bill which pro­ 
vides for the licensing of express com­ 
panies in sums of $500 down ia accor­ 
dance with the size of cities in which 
they accept 
freight, has passed the 


assem b ly and gone over to the senate. 
This bill is the first attempt which has 
ever been partially successful for the 
taxation of express companies in this 
state. 
Numerous other measures have 
been introduced to exact tithes from 
them, but they have all failed igno­ 
miniously, the bills on the subject be­ 
ing generally killed in the house in 
which they originated. 
Of the im­ 
portant tills which have met death 
this week the most striking was the 
Ball bill, providing for large penalties 
for untrue returns to assessors by citi­ 
zens of their property.

Fatalities in South Dakota, Iowa and 
Nebraska Reach at Least the Two 
Score Mark—Levees at Greenville, 
Miss., Safe—News of the

Sioux City, Iowa, April IO.—Forty 
lives at least have been lost in the 
floods in South Dakota, Iowa and Ne­ 
braska. 
Two persons are known to 
have been lost on the Floyd, 
three 
have been reported drowned 
the 
Big Sioux, two in the Missouri a’ 
vo 
on the Coon, all in the 
imn 
te 
vicinity. 
Cases of a sim ilar character 
are being reported every 
day 
from 
points farther away, and a sharp watch 
is being kept by the local authorities 
for floaters in the Missouri.
